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(3) INTERPRETATION. Whenever the sections of the statutes
so enumerated are applied to mills or milldams specified in sub-
section (1) every reference in any of them to a ‘‘permit’’ or
to a ‘“‘grantee’’ of a permit shall be regarded as referring re-
speetively to a license granted by this section and to the owner
of such a mill or milldam.

(4) HeiguT. The height to which water may be raised by
any such milldam and the length or period of time for which
it may be kept up each year, may be restricted and regulated
by the orders of the commission.

(5) VIOLATION OF ORDERS, PENALTIES. Every person, firm or
corporation violating any of the orders respecting any such
mill or milldam made by the commission shall forfeit for each
such violation a sum not exceeding five hundred dollars which
may be recovered by civil action as provided by chapter 142 of
the statutes.
